[u.8.] STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Henniker, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting 
House in said Town on the second Tuesday of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Ist. To choose all necessary Town Officers, for the 
year ensuing. . 

2d. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


38d. To see how much money the town will raise to 
repair highways and bridges. 

4th. To see how much money the town will raise for 
schools other than that required by law. 


5th. To see how much money thé town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the support and 
maintenance of the Public Library. 


6th. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise to be used in the observance of Memorial Day. 


7th. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing of side-walks. 


Sth. To see if the town will vote to build a side-walk 
from the south end of the stone bridge to the shoe facto- 
ry, and raise money for the same. 


9th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
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Town Pound and dispose of the same, or pass any vote 
relative thereto. 


10th. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars to plow up and fertilize 
the town common, and the trees thereon, or act anything 
relative thereto. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to discount all tax- 
es paid on or before June Ist, three per cent.; all taxes 
paid on or before August Ist, two per cent.; all taxes 
paid on or before October Ist, one per cent. 


12th. To see if the town will vote upon, accept and 
ratify, the contract made. by the selectmen with the 
Hillsborough Electric Light and Power Company April 
10th, 1898, and raise money for the same, or pass any 
vote relative thereto. 


13th. To see what action the town will take in rela- 
tion to an amendment of and in addition to Chapter 73 
of the Public Statutes, relating to the repairs of high- 
ways in towns. 

14th. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
chemical or fire engine for the extinguishment of fires, 
and raise money for the same, or take any action rela- 
tive thereto.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF HENNIKER: 


Your Selectmen in submitting to you their Annual 
Report desire to call your attention to some of the ex- 
penditures that they have been obliged to meet the past 
year. First,—the bill for breaking roads, as the Report 
shows, is the largest amount paid for any one year since 
the big blizzard in 1888. We were called upon to pay 
$1,273.40 against $515.23 in 1898. 


There was expended on highways $372.13 more than 
was raised for that purpose. Nearly $150.00 was laid 
out repairing and railing the highway near the Mud 
Pond in the east part of the town. This piece of road 
was narrow and has been considered dangerous and un- 
safe for a number of years; it is now in excellent con- 
dition, and has a substantial iron railing each side of the 
highway. Your Selectmen caused to be expended 
$388.35 for skimming and recovering side-walks. Altho’ 
there was no appropriation for this expenditure, we con- 
sidered that in order to keep our walks in excellent con- 
dition a small sum ought to be laid out each year. We 
would recommend that a new walk ought to be built 
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' from the Stone Bridge to the Shoe Shop, as asked for by 
petitioners to an Article in your Town Warrant. 

We were surprised again this year to have two more 
out-standing notes brought to our notice. These notes 
were given in 1895, one was for $200 and the other $150, 
Interest and all amount at the present time to $408.16. 

Taking these extraordinary expenditures, $768.17 
paid more than last year for breaking roads, $3872.18 laid 
out over and above the amount raised for highways, 
$388.35 paid for repairing side-walks, and the $408.16 
found on notes, it will be seen that we have exceeded 
our receipts $225.21, and our town debt on the whole is 
reduced $267.60.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
For the Year 1898. 


The work done by your board the past year has been 
mainly such as has come to it without aggressive action 
on our part. 

The death rate has been unusually large but has not 
been such as to indicate any especially unhealthy con- 
ditions. Of the thirty-six deaths within the year, eley-— 
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en were of persons of eighty years and upward, and five 
were between seventy and eighty, so that it may fairly 
be said that 444 per cent. were consequent upon old age. 


The contagious and infectious diseases reported to the 
board were 3 cases of scarlet fever, 1 of typhoid, 2 of diph- 
theria, and several cases of measles. A number of cases 
of measles are supposed to have occurred which were not 
reported, in which no physician was ever called. <All of 
these reported cases were placarded and taken care of 
as the law requires, and in no case did the disease 
spread beyond the family in which it first occurred. 


There are many privy vaults and some barn cellars in 
our village that are more or less of a nuisance, and may 
yet prove dangerous to health. One vault that was 
complained of, was, at a suggestion from the board, put 
in good condition at but little expense to the owner. 
The most that these objectionable features need is slight 
but very frequent attention, and that is a vital need. 
They can never be abolished or rendered entirely safe 
until our village has.a water supply and a system of 
sewerage, | 

There are still in use in the village and on our farms, 
some wells that for a hundred years, more or less, have 
served as cesspools for the drainage from vaults, sink 
spouts and barn cellars, and yet the water is cold and 
usually tastes good. We believe it would be well for 
the board of health to spend a little of the town’s money 
in the analysis of samples from these wells. Perhaps 
some of the unaccountable cases of decline and death 
would be accounted for. Perhaps the case of typhoid 
fever which occurred the past year would not be traced 
far from the house in which it occurred. 

The meetings of the New Hampshire Association of 
Boards of Health have been attended by members of 
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your board and found to be of decided advantage to any 
who attend. 

“The New Hampshire Sanitary Journal, a Quarterly 
Magazine in the interest of Healthful Homes and Com- 
munities,” is subscribed for by your board and will be 
loaned to citizens who are interested in home sanitation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Our division schools have recently closed in good con- 
dition, having been in session the usual number of 29 
weeks with the exceptions of divisions one, two and six. 
The first two were necessarily shortened on account of 
sickness, and the latter because of the small number of ~ 
pupils attending. Transportation to the village school 
was provided the three pupils of division two during the 
fall term, thereby securing to them better privileges at 
less cost than otherwise could have been obtained. 

The pupils in division three, four and five, contributed 
$2.40 for the Lafayette memorial fund, which amount 
has been forwarded to the treasurer at Washington. 
Certainly this appears to be a worthy undertaking, hav- 
ing as it does for its object, the erection of a monument 
in Paris to the memory of Lafayette, by the people of 
America, to be unveiled during the world’s fair in 1900. 

The high school continues in a most prosperous condi- 
tion under the instruction of Prof. O. C. Evans and our 
new assistants, Miss Bessie 8. Mosher, a graduate of 
Hillsdale college, Hillsdale, Mich., and Alice M. East- 
man, a member of our graduating class of *98, who we 
believe are doing most excellent work to the satisfaction 
of all. A class of fifteen graduated at the close of the 
spring term, fourteen participating in the exercises at 
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the Congregational church, in a manner that reflected 
much credit upon themselves and the school they repre- . 
sented. The remaining member, Geo. A. Atwood, re- 
ponded to his country’s Gall, at the breaking out of the 
Spanish-American war, and enlisted in Company C, Ist 
New Hampshire Volunteers, where he won the respect of 
both officers and men. Hugh M. Sanborn, valedictorian 
of same class, entered Dartmouth college direct from 
this school. We believe the people of Henniker may 
well feel proud that they have within their town, an in- 
stitution capable of fitting its students for entering a 
college which ranks among the foremost in New Eng- 
land. 

The number of students attending at present is the 
same as one year ago with a bright prospect that the 
number will be largely increased next year from the 
grammar and division schools. At present Hillsborough, 
Contoocook and West Hopkinton are represented, and 
we gladly extend to the students of adjoining towns 
an invitation to attend our school and enjoy the many 
benefits to be derived therefrom. 

During the past year music has been introduced in 
our high, grammar and primary schools, and Miss Julia 
M. Goss was engaged to give systematic training in that 
branch. Most excellent progress has been made, and 
we believe the work thus begun should be continued, 
not only among the pupils of these schools, but that it 
should be so arranged that all might receive similar in- 
struction. 


Teachers throughout the town have been faithful and 
industrious and have generally succeeded to the satis- 
faction of your board.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES 
OF HENNIKER FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The trustees have called in the books for the annual 
examination and find them in their usual condition, 
showing evidence of faithful care, with about the usual 
number needing to be rebound. There are now on the 
shelves 2,822 volumes of bound books, besides the large 
collection of books in paper covers and magazines. 

A book has been received as a gift from Mrs. Palmer, 
three valuable historical books, a catalogue and a large 
number of bulletins and reports of Marblehead library 
from Nathan P. Sanborn, who kindly remembered his 
native town in this manner, and the usual State and 
Congressional reports and documents. A book-case and 
the usual reduction in rent has been given by Mr. Emer- 
son; and for all these gifts the trustees return hearty 
thanks. 

At the beginning of the year it was found that the 
shelf room was not sufficient to accommodate the books 
so a door was cut: by Mr. Emerson to the adjoining room, 
thus doubling the shelf room and allowing the books to

be better cared for, as they are not crowded upon the 
shelves as before. The rooms were lighted from this 
time with electric lights. 

The circulation for the year has been 5,668 volumes, a 
large proportion being fiction. The trustees request each 
patron of the library to give the name of one book which 
they wish added to the shelves to the librarian, and 
would thank all who have assisted them in their selec- 
tion of new books for the past year, trusting that they 
will again favor them with their selection.
